V,„ 4 /A/46'97.-—Whereas a draft of certain bye-laws 
was published vide Cantonment Board Jammu notice No. 
4 “a/O fi 97 dated 20 th May, 1996 as required by sect on 
2«4 3 the Cantonments Act! 1924 (2 of 1924) for invhing 
objections /sueaestlons till the expiry of a period of 30 days 
from the publication of that notice , 


And whereas the said notice was put on Cantonment 
Board notice Board on 20th May, 1996 ; 

And whereas no objections/suggestions have been received 
from the public to the proposed amendments ; 

And whereas the Central Govt, have duly approved to 
the said draft of the bye-laws as required by section 1 of 
section 24 of the said Act; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 186 of the said Act, the Jammu Cantonment Board 
makes the following bye-laws, namely :— 

1. Short Title and Commencement :— 

(1) These bye-laws may be called the Jammu Canlt. 
(Erection and Rc-Erection of Buildings) amend¬ 
ment bye-laws 1995. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of pub¬ 
lication in the official gazette. 

2, Definitions :—In these Bye-laws, 

(a) “dry latrine” means the latrine where night soil 
would he required to be removed manually of dis¬ 
charged inio an open drain. 

(b) “flush latrine” means a latrine where no manual 
removal of night soil will be involved and the pro¬ 
cess would be completely automatic/watcrborne 
leading to disposal in an underground septic tank 
sewage. 

(c) “basement” means any accommodation made verti¬ 
cally or horizontally below the ground level. 

(d) Words and expressions used herein and not defined 
but defined in the Cantonment Act, 1924 shall have 
the same meaning as respectively assigned to them 
in the Act. 

3. Prohibition in Construction of Dry Latrines. 

No person shall hereafter construct dr/ latrines in the 
Cantonment. All latrines in the Cantonment area which 
are presently of dry type will be converted into flush latrines 
within a period of one year of publication of these bye-laws. 

4. In para 7(4) of the Jammu Cantonment (Erection and 
Re-erection of building) Bye-laws 1980 the following words 
are deleted :—■ 

“Except where the water pressure is no! adequate”. 

5. Construction of Basements : 

No person shall construct basement in the Cantonment 
area without prior permission of tho Cantonment Board. 
The basements of mere than 2.5 mtir,. below the ground 
level will not be allowed. The basements will be constructed 
of RCC of the ratio of 1:2:4 with appropriate quantity 
of steel depending upon the design to be certified by a re¬ 
gistered Architect or a registered Civil Engineer designer. 
There will be adequate ventilation facilities to the basement 
floor through openings of 20 % of the area of the floor. 

6. Penalty 

If any person contravenes any of the provisions of bye¬ 
laws 3 and 5, he shall be punished with a fine of Rs. 1000/- 
besides making himself liable for demolition and closure of 
such di*y latrines and basements.
